Our Treaty 1s an expression of the genuine comradeship that 
unites the fraternal countries of socialism. It continues the fine 
traditions of the countries of the socialist community which 
have put their relations on a solid contractual basis It 1s in the 
interests of all fraternal countries and strengthens their inter- 
national positions 

By this Treaty the Soviet Union and Vietnam confirm the 
basic trend of their foreign policy We are for stronger peace 
in Asia and the whole world for just and equitable international 
relations 

The Soviet-Vietnamese Treaty has been concluded by two 
equal independent and peace-loving states And not a single 
line in it imposes somebody s will on anyone or encroaches upon 
the interests of a third country 

I am certain that all those who want lasting peace will wel- 
come the news of the conclusion of a Soviet-Vietnamese Treaty 
of Friendship and Co-operation 

At the same time it can be expected that ıt will not be to 
the taste of those who regard the friendship between the USSR 
and Vietnam with displeasure and who place their stakes on 
heightening tensions and disuniting the socialist countries 

But the Treaty has already become a political reality And 
whether they like ıt or not this reality will have to be reckoned 
with
